FROSTS WILL 


Weather Conditions Not 
Favorable Js Report 
of Experts 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 6—Weather 
conditions have not been entirely 
rapid progress in 


been cool and showery in many qjs- 
tricts which have interrupted opér- 
ations. Some light frosts at night 
have again inflicted damage on ex- 
tremely late crops and grain in 
some localities is damp and tough 
and requires bright, sunny weather 
to improve the sample and speed 
up work. 

Practically all wheat and the 
majority of coarse grains have been 
cut in south and south central dis- 
tricts but in northern areas some 
wheat cutting remains to be done 
and only a start has been made on 
oat and barley crops, according to 
the final crop report of the agricul- 
tural department, Canadian Nat- 
ional Railways. 

Yields of wheat are even more 
variable than previously indicated. 
In many districts the outrun will 
be considerably smaller than last 
year, while in other districts in- 
creased bushelage will be marketed 
Barley and oat crops will yield 
fairly well, although late crops in 
northern areas will show consider- 
able frost damage and seed oats 
may be at a premium in some 
localities next spring. 

From the south central areas of 
Alberta, reports weather been more 
favorable although frost at some 
points will no doubt affect late 
grains. Yields will be variable but 
as threshing will not be general 
until next week, a reliable estimate 
is impossible. 

In north central Alberta about 
75 per cent of wheat has been cut 
and threshing has commenced. 
Yields of wheat will be good and 
samples will be plump, although 
frost damage may affect grades. 

From the Peace River country 
come reports that cutting is now 
general as warm weather has pre- 
vailed. Nights are cool and frosty 
and frost damage has affected grain 
on some subdivisions.

| under 16 years of age will be re-

public schools. 

Closing of public schools, but not 
high schools, was ordered after two 
cases of infantile paralysis were re- 
ported.

The 
five were the only cases in Calgary 
this year,

tapering off in the number of 
cases from that time until early 
in November, Dr. A. C. MeGugan, 


’ provincial health officer, told a 


special meeting of the city health 
board, Thursday. 

Called to discuss preventative 
measures already taken to combat 
the disease, the board concurred 
in the action taken by Dr. R. B. 
Jenkins, medical health officer, and 
also decided to close the children's 
sections in the North and South 
Side libraries until circumstances 
warranted their re-opening. 


MAY BE MORE 

Pointing to dangers which could 
not be overlooked, Dr, I. W. T. Mc- 
Eachern, board member, said that 
while comparatively few cases of 
the malady had been reported, the 
real number, including suspect 
cases, might be in the neighborhood 
of 150 or 200, as there was a possi- 
bility the sickness from which 
many were suffering had not been 
definitely fixed as infantile par- 
alysis. 

The health board will confer 
again on the diseease situation at its 
regular meeting next Wednesday at 


8 p.m. 

To date, there have been 17 city 
and 13 country cases reported to the 
local healta board. 


35 COUNTRY CASES. 

Dr. McGugan stated that since 
May 1, a total of 35 cases of in- 
fantile paralysis had occurred in 
country points. 

Outlining steps which had already 
been taken by the health board to 
prevent further spread of the dis- 
ease, Dr. Jenkins tated it was im- 
portant and necessary that parents 
keep their children away from 
public gatherings of all kinds. He 
showed board members a map on 
which pins marked the number of 
cases and the localities in which 
the disease was prevalent. The il- 
lustration showed the malady had 
been discovered in all parts of 
the city. 

DANGER THIS MONTR 

In the 1927 epidemic 103 cases 
had been reported, as compared to 
19 to date this year, said Dr. Jen- 
kins. Highest incidence in the dis- 
ease would be in the first and sec- 
ond weeks of September, and the 


| cold weather would likely limit the 


disease. 

Mayor Clarke stated he had in- 
structed the street railway depart- 
ment to keep the windows of al 
cars open so fresh air would cir- 
culate freely. Instructions of the 
board would be carried out to the 
fullest extent. 

Touching on the closing of the 
provincial Normal school, Ald. R. 
V. Bellamy said the closing of this 
institution was working a serious 
hardship on students, most of whom 
were over 18 years of age, whe had 
come from the country to attend 
here. He felt the situa- 
tion should not be viewed from the 
The al- 
derman a!so questioned the closing 
of high schools, as the school year 
was short and the curriculum heavy. 


IS CRITICAL 

The medical health officer should 
have called a meeting of the board 
before ordering the ban placed on 
schools, commented Ald. Bellamy. 

Defending his action, Dr. Jenkins 
declared no development in the dis- 
ease had occurred until shortly be- 
fore schools were scheduled to 
open. He had obtained the opinion 
of several city medical men, who 
had agreed that school closing was 
a wise move. There had been no 
time to call a board conference, 
said the health official. 

“It was felt we could not take 
the responsibility of throwing to- 
gether 16,000 children in schools, as 
infantile paralysis is a communic- 
able disease,” declared Dr, Jenkins. 

The province had decided to close 
the Normal school because of the 
danger of students bringing in the 
disease from country points. he 
said.

WILLOW GROVE, Pa.,, Sept.

Forced by the thick weather

U.S. Commerce Figures 
Enumerate Best 


Customers 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6—Soviet 
Russia became the eighth largest 
foreign purchaser of United States 
goods just before the state depart- 
ment delivered its antl-communism 
protest straining friendly relations. 

Commerce department figures 
showed Thursday that Russia's July 
purchases, totalling $5,520,000, were 
more than double those of June, 
and four times those of July, 1934. 
Only 10 days ago the government 
protested against “flagrant viola- 
tions” by the Soviet of pledges 
against communistic activities di- 
rected at the United States. 


MOSTLY COTTON 
Cotton was by far the most im- 


portant of the July gr hogy Rus- 
sia acquiring 55,022 bales, valued at 


approximately $3,500,000, against 
none in July last year. 
July customers of the United 


States ranked as follows: Canada, 
United Kingdom, Japan, Germany, 
Mexico, Union of South Africa and 
Russia. 


CANADA ACTIVE 

During the month Canada sold 
$5,504,000 more than in July last 
year, while the United States pur- 
chased $2,969,000 more frem the Do- 
minion than in the corresponding 
month last year. Canadian exports 
for the month amounted to $23,661,- 
000, while United States sales to 
Canada totalled $29,679,000. 


DORIC SKIPPER 
TELLS DETAILS 
OF COLLISION 


VIGO, Spain, Sept. 6.—The cap- 
tain of the British cruise liner 
Doric, whose 763 passengers were 
transferred safely early Thursday 
after a collision with a French ves- 
sel, was high in praise of his crew 
when his damaged vessel reached 
here last night. 

“Their quick and efficient work 
enabled al] passengers to be taken 
off safely inside of an hour after 
the Orion and the Viceroy of India 
arrived i, answer to our SOS call,” 
he said. “I am happy to be able 
to report that none of our comple- 
ment of 417 men was lost or in- 
jured.” 


LISTING STARBOARD 

The Doric was listing heavily to 
starboard, where a great gap at the 
waterline showed the force of the 
collision with the steamer Formig- 
ny off the coast of Portugal. 

She limped slowly into the bay 
under her own power and no tugs 
were necessary to jockey her into 
position for anchorage. 

The captain did not permit news- 
papermen aboard but appeared on 
the starboard side, almost directly 
over a 10-‘oot square jagged hole, 
and talked to their lighter from 
there. 


IN DENSE FOC

Combined With Foreign 
Sales Figure May Be 
More Than Doubled. 
Price Fixing Expected. 
WINNIPEG, Sept, 6.—Canadian 

wheat last night appeared to be 
coming into its own again in the 
export markets of the world. 

From every major port in the 
dominion, with the exception of 
Vancouver, wheat moved Thursday 
in increasing quantities. Total sales 
of Canada’s major commodity ag- 
gregated 1,000,000 bushels, the same 
figure as Wednesday. 

Churchill, Manitoba’s northern 
seaport on Hudson Bay was the 
focal point for the latest business 
800,000 bushels now in store at 
government elevators there being 
sold, Balance of the foreign demand 
was met from eastern stocks, chief- 
ly at Montreal. 

TMe heavy inquiry from buyers 
abroad upped quotations on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange two to 
1% cents a bushel, bringing Oc- 
tober wheat, the nearby future, to 
84% cents at the close. 

Figures for the two day move- 
ment, grain exchange traders point- 
ed out, were conservative, They ex- 
pressed the belief that the com- 
bined sales might go considerably 
over the 2,000,000 bushel mark 
when final foreign purchases are 
checked up. 


Fixed Minimum 
Expected Today 


OTTAWA, Sept. 6—Establishment 
of a fixed minimum price for wheat 
on the recommendation of the Can- 
adian wheat board may be announ- 
ced today, it was learned following 
a brief session of cabinet council 
late Thursday. No official statement 
was issued but it was understood 
this and other matters had been up 
for consideration and that agree- 
ment had been practically reached 
as to the wheat question. 

Prime Minister Bennett is also 
expected to make public shortly 
the progress achieved in negotia- 
tions with United States for a re- 
ciprocal trade treaty. Experts from 
the finance and trade departments 
spent some time in Washington 
lately and, while consummation of 
a treaty is not believed imminent 
considerable progress has been 
made.

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EXPLANATIONS IN ORDER 

The Dominion has borrowed $20,000,000 in 
New York at the unprecedented rate of three- 
quarters of one per cent for five months, some- 
thing less than 2 per cent per year. 
Congratulations sre in measure due to Finance 
Minister Rhodes, and still more to the tax- 
payers. Since the Minister persists in borrow- 
ing when he doesn’t need to, he deserves credit 
for not imposing any heavier penalty upon those 
who will have to do the paying. 

He didn't, of course, have to borrow this 
money at any price. He could have issued it 
against the unused gold he has lying in the 
vaults, and would have used only one-four- 
teenth of the idle gold reserve in doing so.

CARS DON’T CAUSE 
“ACCIDENTS” 

Sir Malcolm Campbell] hopes that as a result 
of his tests and record-making drives there will 
be a further perfection of motor cars, making 
them capable of withstanding the “severest 
strain in an emergency.” To the outsider it 
does not seem probable that much more can be 
done along that line, though no doubt the ex- 
perts will find ways to make the cars still more 
fool-proof. 

But what seems to be urgently required is 
some further perfecting of the “human element” 
at the wheel. The evidence of that need is to 
be seen in the ditches alnog the highways: and 
is summarised in a New York despatch saying 
three people were killed in motor accidents 
every hour in the United States over the Labor 
Day week-end. 

It is well to have cars which will stand the 
severest strains in emergencies. It would be 
infinitely better to have fewer drivers of the 
kind that produce the emergencies. 

Unfortunately while the expert car-builder: 
will study the exploits of Sir Malcolm, his ama- 
teur imitators on the highways will only “step 
on it” the harder because of his showing of how 
much a motor car wil] stand. Unless Sir Mal- 
colm can impress them more than others have 
done with the fact that death is the unseen but 
ever-present companion of the driver who uses 
a public highway as a speedway. 


THE END OF THE LEAGUE? 

There is one man in Europe who knows his 
own mind. His spokesman told the shivering 
delegates at Geneva that Mussolini reserves 
complete liberty of action to keep Italy in the 
League or take it out of the League, and to 
declare war against Ethiopia 

The League covenant, the Briand-Keliogg 
pact, the protests and pleas of contemporary 
governments, the imminent danger of starting 
a race war in Africa or another war in Europe, 
are matters which do not set bounds to his 
freedom of choice. 

His will is law for Italy, antl he intends to 
make it law for the world also in respect to 
Ethiopia. Other nations may think and do as 
they please, the League pass what resolutions 
it dare; Mussolini will proceed with the con- 
quest of Abyssinia if he wants to, and he appar- 
ently does. 

Seemingly all the helpless League of over- 
armed nations has been able to do thus far was 
to head off any attempt to supply Abyssinia 
with arms or money, and to council the chosen 
victim to be patient under the vivisection it is 
about to undergo. 

What happens to Abyssinia may not be of 
much importance ,to the world. What may 
happen to the League is. Perhaps the League 
could continue to exist in the capacity of adviser 
to weak nations to submit themselves gracefully 
to destruction at the hands of stronger ones 
The probability is that it couldn't. And the 
certainty is that a League of that type would 
hold neither the confidence nor the respect of 
mankind, nor any effective power to preserve 
world peace.

The Passing Show 


By J. 8S. COWPER 

I'm engaged in reading Lawrence's “Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom.” The record is so detailed, 
yet so monumental, that it looks like a winter's 
job. It is the day to day story of the Arabian 
revolt that brought about the collapse of the 
Central Powers in the Great War. 

Weak from dysentery and 
burning with. fever, Law- 
rence in the early stages of 
the fighting has ten days of 
solitude in an Arab tent, Mc- 
Murray, the British com- 
mander-in-chief, had ordered 
an attack on the Turkish gar- 
rison at Medina. In the days 
of concentrated thought while 
he lay physically helpless yet 
mentally alert, Lawrence 
comes to perceive a_ better

way than open battle. Preaching can accomplish 
among the Arabs more than gunfire. The revolt 
is an armed general strike that will paralyse the 


beleaguered Turks. All Lawrence need do is 
keep blowing up railroad tracks. Let the Turks 
eat up their means of transport and the end is 
accomplished without loss. 

With Mussolini ready to order an advance 
into Abyssinia—which isn’t as large in area as 
British. Columbia—what might happen if the 
Abyssinians wage warfare on the Lawrence 
lines, avoiding pitched battle, trusting to their 
mobility, draining Italy's resources of men and 
treasure by raids and tia fighting? 


Italy is today virtually a bankrupt nation. 
Mussolini is equally ill-placed either to fight or 
not to fight. Though nearly a third of her people 
over ten years of age live by tilling the soil, they 
cannot raise enough to feed Italy which is 
obliged to import wheat, flour, cornmeal, bar- 
ley, sugar, beef and fish. She has neither coal, 
nor iron, nor other important minerals. Ever 
since the founding of United Italy the nation 
has had an adverse trade balance. Unlike Bri- 
tain, she cannot pay for her excess imperts by 
foreign investments, since her industries do not 
produce mu¢h of a surplus to invest. 

Remittances to relatives at home from 
Italian emigrants abroad and the spendings of 
tourists have been reduced during the depres- 
sion years. In 1933 commodity imports exceeded 
exports by 1,500,000,000 lire. Emigrants’ re- 
mittances shrunk to 500,000,000 lire from 2?,100,- 
000,000 in 1929. Tourists’ expenditures had been 


cut in half. 

In 1934 the adverse balance of commodity 
trade had increased to 2,437,000,000 lire. The 
government some months ago mobilized all the 
foreign holdings of private citizens. More re- 
cently the government reduced the gold reserve 
ratio in order to re’rase some of its gold re- 
serves for payment abroad. Now the British 
banks have called in their Italian loans. 

Mussolini cannot loose his grip on the wild- 
cat of imperialism. He will be bankrupt if he 
halts. What will happen if he goes ahead, im- 
pelled by events?

Ethiopia—or Abyssinia, as it is frequently 
called—as a free gift to Italy, without the firing 
of a single shot, would probably be more of a 
liability than an asset. Bernard Shaw, as a 
matter of fact, recommends that Mussolini 
should be allowed to take Ethiopia. 

Though Ethiopia is said to have mineral and 
oil deposits, coal, lead, gold and platinum, white 
men who have prospected there have aiways 
failed to interest mining capital. As a potential 
mineral area it is still only a prospect. 

Except for 65 miles of hard surfaced road 
and 1150 miles of dirt road, Ethiopian com- 
merce is still conducted much as in the days of 
Balkis, the famed Queen of Sheba. Imports for 
1934, in the order of their importance were salt, 
gray cotton cloth, building materials, kerosene 
and gasoline, sugar, glassware, soap, automo- 


biles, alcoholic beverages, rice, tobacco, arms 
and ammunition. dates and incense. 
The building materials were for Haile 


Selassie’s government buildings at Addis Ababa 
The automobiles and gasoline were for his 
persona! use, The remeining list of imports be- 
speak the primitive life of the people. An 
Italian settler going to Ethiopia to engage in 
farming would have to take with him complete 
supplies, including building materials for his 
home, implements, utensils and seeds. Imagine 
the difficulties of settling the Canadian West 
under such limitations, despite our kindlier 
climate and security of life. 

After he got a crop the Italian settler would 
still be without easy means of taking it to mar- 
ket. The usual means of transport is by mule. 
It would take 4 caravan of a hundred mules to 
carry such a load as we in this country pile onto 
a ten ton truck 

There is one railroad in the country, a nar- 
row guage road with two trains a week. The 
trains run only in daylight owing to the danger- 
ous character of the country and its inhabitants, 
and require three days to make the 486 mile 
trip from Hjoubiti to Ababa. The freight rates 
would make even our own freight rates look 
modest by comparison 

-An Italian peasant farmer must either starve 
to death or “go native.” The present chief ex- 
ports are coffee, leopard skins, goatskins, sheep- 
skins and beeswax. The value of the entire 
trade is equa] only to that of a moderate. sized 
European town. 

Like cur own recent popular move to get 
$25 a month apiece for doing nothing, success 
depends not upon desire and voting strength 
but upon economics. Mussolini has first to win 
Ethiopia; after that nis more serious troubles 
would begin. It is one thing to pose -nd strut 
and orate with out-thrust chin: it is another to 
pay for the cost of a war, and yet another to 
carry out promises and pledges after the initial 
campaign is won 

Italy may or may not go bankrupt over a 
war with Ethiopia; she will almost assuredly go 
bankrupt in attempting to colonise and develop 
Ethiopia. People commonly think of Musvolini 
as forcing war on the world. He is urged on 
by economic forces he set in motion and can no 
longer control. If he halts ne is doomed. To 
ride the whirlwind is all that is left. That isn't 
a healthy occupation for a dictator.

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Baked eggs; whole- 
wheat drop biscuits; stewed raisins. Lunch: 
Lettuce soup; salad of chopped raw cabbage 
and pineapple. Dinner: *Roast beef; string 
beans; stuffed beet salad; carrot pudding. 

FRIDAY: Breakfast: Cottage cheese; pine- 
apple. Lunch: Rice with peanut butter en 
casserole; shredded lettuce; ripe olives. Dinner: 
Plain yellow cheese served in slices as the pro- 
tin part of the meal; spinach; eggplant, salad of 
cucumbers with grated raw carrots; baked 
apple. 

SATURDAY—Breakfast: Poached egg on 
toasted Shredded Wheat biscuit; stewed peaches. 
Lunch: Large glass of tomato juice. Dinner: 
Boiled fresh beef tongue; mashed turnips: salad 
of cold cooked string beans and celery; cup cus- 
tard. 

*ROAST BEEF—Select a roast with as little 
fat as possible, wipe with a clean damp cloth 
and place skin side down in a pan rubbed with 
a little vegetable oil. Never add water. Sear 
for ten minutes in a very hot oven, 500 deg. F.. 
and then reduce the heat to 350 deg. F. for the 
remainder of the cooking time, which varies 
with different meats. Beef is cooked 30 minutes 
for each pound, mutton 20 minutes, and perk 30 
minutes per pound. Baste every 10 minutes 
with its own juice. When about half done turn 
it, that the skin may be uppermost for fine 
browning. Carrots or parsnips may be placed 
around the meat about 20 minutes before re- 
moving from oven, and served on the platter 
with the roast. 

Note: The term baking is generally used for 
meats that are cooked until almost tender by 
steaming or boiling and then browned in the 
oven, as baked ham.

QUESTION: Mrs. Thomas D. writes: “I am 
worried about my mother. She has attacks 
during which she turns a gray color and be- 
comes as stiff as a board.

ANSWER: | can not attempt to tell you what 
is wrong in your mother's case without examin- 
ing her. The attacks might be due to a heart 
derangement or uther causes. The wisest course 
is to have her examined by a good diagnotician 
The examination should include a careful study 
of the heart and kidneys. I am sorry that I am 
unable to help you to a greater extent, but due 
to the nature of the attacks, and due to her ad- 
vanced age, she requires the attention of a doc- 
tor near enough to personally supervise the 
case. 

QUESTION: Mrs. June C. inquires: “Will 
you tell me what makes my back hurt so much”? 
It sems to slip out of place in my lower back, 
a little to the left of the spine.” 

QUESTION: Mrs. W.W.C. writes: “I notice 
that the McFadden Committee recommends that 
the government spend one hundred thousand 
dollars to teach housewives how to prepare fish. 
I hope that in the future, cooks wil] learn to 
cook fish some other way except by frying.” 

, ANSWER: Fish is best prepared by broiling, 
and a majority of people will enjoy fish that 
has been broiled, more than when it is prepared 
in any other way. Fish is also delicious when 
baked. The least desirable method is frying, as 
you suggest. Inasmuch as fish is a wholesome 
protein, 1 heartily recommend any effort to 
teach people to use more of it and how to cook 
it so that the healthful value is retained. All 
of the following are good: sole, halibut, sea 
bass, pickerel, fresh cod, tom cod, perch, and 
black bass. Try using tomatoes with fish, as the 
malice acid of the tomato seems to assist in the 
digestion of fish when fish and tomatoes are 
taken at the same meal.

A Day in Canadian History 

This date was an unlucky one 
for Benedict Arnold. On Septem- 
ber 6, 1790 his household effects 
were sold. by auction at Saint 
John, and on the same date a 
year later he sailed for England 
where he died in poverty. 

This twice traitor, once to his 
king and then to the American 
revolution, had been in England 
for four years (1781-85) but not 
being “appreciated” by English

folk, who disliked double deal- | 
ing, he came back to America and | 


settled at Saint John where he 
erected a store. He had many 
vicissitudes by land and sea. On 
July 11, 1786, his store was burn- 
ed; it was well insured; his ene- 
mies asserted over-insured. Two 
years later his partner, Munson 
Hoyt, charged Arnold with ar-

son. Thereupon Arnold sued his 
“defamer” for £1,000,000 damages. 
The jury gave a verdict for Ar- 
nold but awarded him only 
twenty shillings damages, without 
costs, or £999,999 less than he 
sued for. 

Arnold had not been long in 
England until he yearned again 
for Canada and he wrote to 
Colonel Simcoe asking for a land 
grant in Upper Canada; but Sim- 
coe replied that “General Arnold 
is a character extremely obnox- 
He underlined the word “original” 
ious to the original Loyalists.” 
to prove that the people of Up- 
per Canada had no room in their 
midst for such a man. Two of 
Arnold's sons did get land grants 
in Upper Canada at Gwilliam- 
bury, but their father never came 
back to Canada.

U.F.A. VIEWPOINT 

Editor, Bulletin: The executive 
of the United Farmers of Alberta 
would appreciate the courtesy of 
your newspaper columns for the 
following statement: 

The U.F.A. came into existence 
twenty-six years ago to advance 
and protect the interests of the 
farmers of Alberta. From the be- 
ginning it has concerned itself 
with every phase of the life of 
the farm people, in their capac- 
ities as producers, consumers and 
citizens. 

Our Association has always 
been guided in its decision upon 
public questions by the belief 
that the interests of the people of 
Alberta as a whole are best serv- 
ed by assuring the prosperity and 
well-being of the farmer on the 
land, since he is the base upon 
which the economic and social 
structure of Alberta almost en- 
tirely rests. 

These considerations determined 
the policy of the organization 
with respect to the major issue 
before the people of the province 
in the recent general election. 
Convinced that the program of 
cur new political party could not 
be carried out without intoler- 
able burdens upon the farm 
people, we opposed their pro- 
posals to the fullest extent of 
our powers. 

We believe that time will vin- 
dicate our position. We are fully 
persuaded that the solution of the 
problems of the farmers lies in 
the development of co-operation, 
carried to’ the point of complete 
economic reconstruction. Only by 
this means can the farmer be as- 


sured of a just reward and eqult- 
able exchange for the products of 
his labor. We are equally con- 
vinced that such economic re- 
construction is necessary in the 
interests of society as a whole, 
and that unless it is carried out 
within a comparatively brief 
period of time, humanity will fail 
to secure continued benefits from 
technological progress and civil- 
ization itself will enter upon a 
period of rapid decline. 

It is our belief that funda- 
mental reconstruction of the 
social order is what the people of 
the province really desire. We 
are confident that time and 
events will bring our citizens in 
increasing numbers to realize 
ths! emancipation can only be at- 
tained along the trail which oyr 
movement has pioneered. If we 
are to travel hopefully, we must 
be fortified against the journey 
by which security as our pro- 
vincial legislature can give us. 

As a result of the activities of 
our association, there have been 
placed upon the statute books of 
Alberta, laws which protect the 
farm people to a greater extent 
than those of any other commun- 
ity on this continent. 

We believe that the preserva- 
lion of this protective legislation 
is the first responsibility of any 
Alberta government, and we trust 
that in the face of immediate fin- 
ancial problems confronting the 
new government, a decided stand 
will be taken against any weak- 
ening or whittling down of these 
laws which give security to our 
farm people.

“Oh, that will be easy. You just 
follow the river until you can't fol- 
low it any more. It gets deep and 
there are rapids and big stones. 
Then you will find a way to swing 
up the left bank and you will be 
on the road again and then you 
climb the mountain.” 

So you see how easy it was, All 
I had to do was follow a lot of 
stones through a field, splash down 
a river and then climb a mountain. 
I didn’t have to solve any cross- 
word puzzles or even decide how 
long was a piece of string, and on 
the first ten or twelve miles to the 
fort nothing happened except that 
we were continually behind a cloud 
of dust which seemed to eddy up 
in front of us like a smoke screen | 
so that tribal snipers couldn't have | 
got a decent aim at us anyhow. 


MISS ROAD 


Then in spite of all that had been 
told to us we missed the dip into 
a very 


deep dip and didn’t seem to make 
sense at all. Straight ahead was 


following and our mascot of swirl- 


| ing dust and at the left was a path 


that looked impossible to anything 
but a tank. We thought we'd bet- 
ter rush on and see if there was a | 
drop inte the river beyond the fort, 
but a lot of Pathan sentries came 
out pretty mad and said we'd have | 
to go back.

Ahead of us there was a camel 
caravan loaded with heavy timbers 
for some upland warrior to rein-

when we caught up with it a big 
Wazir with a red face and a blond 
beard got off his camel and smil- 


ingly asked where we were going.

“Razmak,” I said. } 
“That's nice. Me and my brother; 


| we will come.” 


He sang out some order to his 
herdsmen who gathered around the | 
car, leaned their rifles against the 
fenders and wanted to know how | 
many cigarettes we had. We said 


but two got back on their camels. 
These two piled into the front with 


| me, put their rifles between their | 


knees and said they thought it 
would rain. 

We splashed bumpety bump from 
rock to rock in the river. On the | 
banks of both sides there were 
graves. Acres of graves. The dead 
had all been buried at ground leve! 
and stones piled on top of them, but 
sometimes at night hungry jackals 
came and pushed the stones away 
and gnawed the bones of the dead. 
One place there were fluttering | 


| banners over a grave and on the} 
| shafts that held the banners up | 


there were skulls. The Wazirs made | 
jokes about the skulls. 


NO MORE RIDERS 
Then we met two men and two 


| boys splashing their way on foot 


down the river and they all decided

BOYS ARE SCARED

Some- 
thing as though we called » pal an 
old horse thief or even worse things 
you can probably think up If a 
stranger called him that he'd get 
pretty sore, but since it’s a bosom 
pal he laughed it off.
